The 1970 silver and bronze medals are priced the same as last 
year's, $8.50 and $2.50 respecitvely . As before, any person already 
owning silver or gold medals from prior years' issues and wishing to 
purchase a 1970 medal, will be guaranteed the same numbered medal, 
if ordered and paid for by the deadline date. 

A very few silver and bronze medals are left from prior years' 
issues and are now available on a first come, first served basis. 
Silver medals from any of the prior years' issues are individually 
priced at $10.00, and the bronze medals are priced at $3.00. Cost 
of handling, and the fact that the demand for them seems to be ex- 
ceeding the supply, has made it necessary to raise the price of the 
few medals still available from prior years' issues. 

A matched 4 year set of the '67, *68, '69 and '70 silver medals 
all with the same number, is priced at $38. 00. A l\. year set of the 
bronze is priced at $11.00. 

Also, this year, we are making an attractive custoro-made plas- 
tic holder available at a price of $8.00.
